Brian Cameron said the plan was 
shared with teachers on Friday, 
and was shared with the public 
on Monday, April 6 as well as 
other school-specific informa- 
tion. 

Using the guidance of the 
Commissioner of the Department 
of Elementary and Secondary 
Education, Cameron said admin- 
istrators and faculty have decided 
there would be a pass/fail period 
of April 7 through May 4. 

According to the school’s 
Remote Learning Plan, ““The goal 
for elementary students from 
grade preschool through grade 
Six in our district is to do about 
two and a half hours of work in 
total (for all classes combined) 
per weekday. The goal is for sec- 
ondary students in grades seven

Belchertown Cultural Council

BELCHERTOWN - Since the 
week-long celebration of art in its 
many forms has been cancelled, 
the Belchertown Cultural Council 
is working on keeping people in 
the community creative during the 
COVID-19 pandemic. 

According to its website, the state- 
wide event ArtWeek 2020, which was 
scheduled for May | through May 10, 
got cancelled on March 20. 

“We had originally hoped that a 
different version of the festival might 
be possible as we continually reas- 
sessed the circumstances surround- 
ing the COVID-19 coronavirus out- 
break, but the ever-increasing bad 
news in terms of the virus and its 
effects, added to the increasing gov- 


ernment restrictions on public gath- 
erings, have led us to follow the lead 
of national, state, and local authori- 
ties and make this extremely difficult 
decision,” the website announcement 
reads. 

Chair of the Belchertown Cultural 
Council, April Jasak-Bangs said the 
group 1s working to create “challeng- 
es” on its Facebook each week that 
residents can do from home. 

“Everyone on the Cultural Council 
is super disappointed that the 2020 
ArtWeek was cancelled - but safe- 
ty is our number one priority,” she 
wrote in an email. “We are hoping 
to move some of our programming 
online to help everyone feel connect- 
ed and supported by the arts during 
social distancing. Each week we 
will be posting a challenge on our 


Facebook page with a bunch of dif- 
ferent resources for instructions and 
inspiration.” 

This week the group is doing an 
activity related to upcycling — using 
things around your house to create 
something new and interesting. 

“Everyone is invited to share their 
creations, however successful the 
final product,” Jasak-Bangs said. 

The cultural council is seeking 
feedback from folks about what type 
of online programming they would 
like during these times.

Governor issues 
travel guidance; 
extends state 
tax deadline 


BOSTON — The Baker-Polito 
Administration announced new 
COVID-19 public health emergen- 
cy responses issuing new guide- 
lines on travel and transporta- 
tion and offering further support 
for health care professionals and 
patients. 

Beginning March 27, all travel- 
ers arriving to Massachusetts are 
instructed to self-quarantine for 14 
days. This guidance will be dis- 
played as posters at service plazas 
along Interstate 90 eastbound, dis- 
tributed as flyers at major trans- 
portation hubs and on posted on 
highway message boards. Visitors 
are instructed not to travel to 
Massachusetts if they are display- 
ing symptoms. 

Health care workers, public 
health workers, public safety work- 
ers, transportation workers and 
designated essential workers are 
exempt from this requirement.

BELCHERTOWN - The Belchertown 
Community Garden is hoping to open 
the Community Garden in May although 
there are some significant changes in what 
can be offered because of COVID-19, 
according to Eileen Klockars, a coordi- 
nator.

through 12 in our district to do about three 
hours of work in total (for all classes com- 
bined) per weekday. 

High-interest or otherwise beneficial 
academic tasks (e.g., independent study, 
reading, physical activity, family activi- 
ties, etc.) may extend beyond the minimum 
expectations for daily learning time but 
should not typically replace those provided 
by the teacher.” 

Cameron said educators also have expec- 
tations and goals for their work during this 
time. 

“Educators are being asked to post 
online and have a packet available for stu- 
dents who don’t have access to the online 
classes,’ Cameron said. “By the end of the 
day on Friday before the week the work is 
expected to be completed, the information 
will be posted.” 

Educators will hold two classes meetings 
per week via Googlemeet, host office hours 
and participate in 60 minutes of profession- 
al development per week, according to the 
packet. 

“There are certainly expectations for 
Students and families,’ Cameron said. 
“Number one — since things are online 
there are regulations around recording any 
and all remote lessons. They can’t share 
confidential information about students 
participating or any third parties involved.”

“For grade seven through 12, kids get a 
grade at the end of the year for the entire 
year,’ Knapp said. “Is it clear how these 
grades are going to be determined at the 
end of the year?” 

“It is not,’ Cameron said. 

School Committee Vice Chair, Heidi 
Gutekenst asked about the expectations of 
students for the scheduled April vacation or 
Good Friday. 

Cameron said if the vacation is continu- 
ing, students will not be expected to take 
part in learning or on Good Friday. 

“We understand this is new for every- 
one,’ Cameron said. “We want to be as 
supportive as possible for staff, students 
and families as well.”

Rose said using social media, 
the three were able to organize 
a small group of people while 
social distancing. 

“We worked with the 
Belchertown Police Department 
and wanted to make sure we were 
doing the appropriate safety mea- 
sures like making sure no one got 
out of their cars while they were 
waiting,” Hevey said. 

Rose added the group was rela- 
tively small and manageable. 

Christopher Heights Activities 
Director, Laura Hicks said she has 
been working on projects with 
Whitehead. 

“We were working to coor- 
dinate time and weather, it took 
some collaboration,’ Hicks said. 
“The residents were excited and 
thankful. We have no folks that 
are sick at this time because 
we’ve been enforcing the CDC’s 
measures — the only visitors 
allowed are for medical necessity, 
so it means a lot to the residents.” 

Hicks said the parade was 
appreciated by the residents. 

Like resident Evelyn Riddle, 
who said there were more cars 
than she expected. 

“T had no idea there were so 
many people coming,” Riddle 
said. “I didn’t know any of 
them. I think that is typical of 
Belchertown, I’ve lived here for 
27 years, it’s a great place to live.” 

Similarly, Rose, Hevey and 
Whitehead said they enjoyed the 
parade just as much as the resi- 
dents. 

‘As soon as I pulled up and saw 
the cars, I instantly teared up,” 
Hevey said. “With so many things 
going on, it was nice to be silly 
and spread joy. It was heartwarm- 
ing to see people waving.” 
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Anne and Jeremy Leblond with sons Samuel and Nathan Leblond waved at residents of Christopher Heights in a car parade 


last week. 


Rose agreed, adding, “It was 
that human connection even from 
the cars.” 

“T’m not sure who got the best 
of it,’ Whitehead said. “It was the 
highlight of my day. It was stress 
relief too — I wasn’t thinking 
about anything else that’s going 
on right now.” 

Christopher Heights Executive 
Director Dale Proulx said from 
“day one,’ the community has 
been supportive “of all we do 
here.” 

“From the town employees to 
the residents, we’ve been wel- 
comed,”’ Proulx said. “When I see 
(the parade) — it’s in line with that 
support.” 

He said some of the resi- 
dents were long-time residents 
of Belchertown or surrounding 
towns or have relatives that are 
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members of the community. 

“We do try to use technology 
to connect with people, he said. 
“But we understand there is still a 
hardship. We really appreciate it.” 

“We hope for other people to 


become interested in volunteering 
in different ways in the future,” 
Rose said, recommending those

ing through the recent disaster 
declaration.” 
Charter Days 

This year there will be no 
Granby Charter Days, follow- 
ing a unanimous vote of the 
selectboard. 

Chair of the Charter Day 
Committee, Crystal Dufresne, 
made a recommendation to 
the board to cancel the annual 
event given the COVID-19 pan- 
demic. 

Granby Charter Days were 
originally scheduled to occur 
on June 12 to 14 this year at the 
Dufresne Park Recreation Area. 

While members expressed 
disappointment in having to 
make the decision, the board 
stated concerns about COVID- 
19 pandemic extending to June 
and the difficulty rescheduling 
might be. 

“We have an order to stay at 
home until May 4,” Martin said. 
“By then we might be in the 
midst of the spike here. To try 
to extend the event further and 
get all the deposits from bands, 
entertainment and vendors 
and have to cancel last min- 
ute would be worse. Although 
regrettably, we have to cancel.” 

He added that the town has 
received from deposits related 
to Charter Days and they will be 
refunded. 

Election and ATM 

The Annual Town Meeting 
and the election have both 
been postponed. While the 
Annual Town Meeting has been 
rescheduled until June 8, as of 
April 6, the election date has 
yet to be determined by the 
board. 

Martin said one of the prob- 
lems posed with the two events 
is the current closures. 

“Tf the schools are closed, we 
would need to find a new loca- 
tion,” he said. “If the governor’s 
rule of no more than 10 people 
can be together in an indoor set- 
ting — that creates a problem. 
We would have to hold the 
Annual Town Meeting outside.” 

Despite postponing the elec- 
tion, the deadline for nomina- 
tion papers has come and gone. 
Martin said that deadline has 
not been extended.

History helps children to realize that every gener- 
ation has challenges. The lessons of pulling together 
to survive can outweigh the fear and the unknown.

esponsible vehicle ownership 
R ince taking inventory of the 

automobile and ensuring it is work- 
ing at peak capacity. Hundreds of parts 
work together to keep vehicles on the road, 
but quite often drivers do not look under 
the hood until something is amiss.

various parts, V-belts run through one or 
two accessories. Older cars with many bells 
and whistles will have multiple V-belts, and 
should one break, it may not cause as much 
of an issue as if a serpentine belt were to 
falter. 

e Timing belt: Advance Auto Parts says 
that most cars have interference engines in 
which the clearance between moving parts 
is so small that they can end up bumping 
into each other if they’re not running on the 
same timing as one another. That is where 
the timing belt comes into play.

engine repair. 

Belts have finite service lives, and heat 
and wear and tear are usually their nem- 
eses. It is important to look for fraying 
or cracking of belts. Even belts that look 
new may have worn out grooves that lose 
their grips on matching pulley grooves. 
Mechanics often use special gauges to 
check belts.

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Tire maintenance keeps drivers's: 


aintaining tires 1s an important 
[IY [eompenen of safe driving. Tires 

are some of the hardest working 
parts on a car or truck and are subjected to 
wear and tear every time rubber meets the 
road. 

Tires affect many components of driving, 
including handling, braking and the comfort 
of the ride. Maintaining tires makes driving 
safe not only for drivers and their passen- 
gers, but also for fellow motorists. 

The National Highway Traffic Safety 
Administration says that, in 2017, 738 fatal- 
ities occurred because of tire-related crash- 
es. Many of those crashes were no doubt 
preventable, and that only highlights the 
importance of maintaining tires and moni- 
toring their performance.

Tires lose around | psi 
per month, and underinflated or overinflated 
tires can contribute to unusual wear, blow- 
outs and even excessive fuel consumption. 

¢ Rotation: Check the owner’s manual or 
recommendations from the tire manufac- 
turer, but know that most mechanics advise 
having tires rotated every 5,000 to 8,000 
miles. Rotation helps distribute wear more 
evenly on tires. 

¢ Balancing: AAA says balancing also 
helps minimize uneven wear and tear.

Balanced tires are achieved by using small 
weights attached to the wheels to limit 
vibration of the tire and wheels as they turn. 
New tires should be balanced, and tires also 
should be balanced after one or more is 
removed to repair a puncture. 

e Alignment: Vehicles have wheel align- 
ment measurements that pertain to manufac- 
turers’ specifications. Alignment that falls 
outside of the range can impact handling, 
fuel economy and tread wear. A drift or pull 
suggests alignment problems and should be 
addressed.

Mayflower 400th anniversary artifact 


BELCHERTOWN -— Tenth- 
generation Belchertown native 
and thirteenth-generation Pioneer 
Valley lifelong historian and 
genealogist, Christine (Gould) 
Harper inspects a family keep- 
sake given to her father, Sherman 
Gould, when he worked for the 
MA Dept of Natural Resources 
starting in the 1950s. This year 
is the 400th anniversary of the 
landing of the Pilgrims in 
Massachusetts. 

There will be many observanc- 
es throughout the year and Harper 
thought it time to re-examine the 
heirloom discussed as a possible 
table project over the years. 

“The slab of Devon oak from 
the United Kingdom was used as 
one of several materials of ballast, 
including stones and iron ingots, 
when the Mayflower II repro- 
duction sailed the Atlantic from 
England to America in 1957,” 
Harper wrote in an email. “The 
inset shows an enlargement of 
one of the stamped impressions 
identifying its source and authen- 
tication. The second ship has 
undergone multiple restorations 
and will be prominent in anniver- 
sary celebrations.” 

Harper has “deep roots” in the 
area, but also a global perspec- 
tive, with a masters in Change 
and Diversity. 

“(I am) aware of the multi-per- 
spectives of every one of our 
historical events,’ Harper wrote. 
“(My) ancestors have had many 
wonderful, as well as disturb- 
ing, interactions with Native 
Americans.” 

One of her closest friends for 
over 60 years in Belchertown was 
a Cherokee, as well as two child- 
hood Lakota friends. The subject 
of all the tribes is close to her 
heart. 

Growing up in Belchertown, 
leaving for 15 years and returning 
in 1985, Chris was fortunate to 
know more than a dozen Pilgrim

descendants in Belchertown. 
Although some have now passed 
on, there are still surviving mem- 
bers of the Collard and Fuller 
families, along with Petersons

One neighbor is a direct 
descendant of John and Priscilla 
Alden. 

She said, “Hopefully this can 
precipitate some conversations 
with schoolchildren home during 
this time!”

MIAA still hopes to have sectional tournaments

he Massachusetts Inter- 

| scholastic Athletic 

Association still seems 

hopeful of having a spring sea- 

son as well as a spring tournament 
after “going back on its decision.” 

In a vote held in mid-March, 
the Board of Directors voted that 
it would cancel tournament play if 
the start date for spring sports was 
delayed past April 27. 

When Gov. Charlie Baker 
announced on March 25 that the 
closure of schools, non-essential 
businesses, and a general stay- 
at-home advisory would extend- 
ed until May 4, the MIAA and its

REGION — While the state 
will move toward implementing 
a statewide tournament in the 
fall of 2021, at least one section 
plans to attempt to have its own 
tournament. 

The Pioneer Valley 
Interscholastic Athletic 
Conference, the governing body 
of the sports played by schools 
in Western Massachusetts, has 
confirmed it will seek to have 
its own tournament, likely to be 
built into the regular season. 

David Stratton, athletic direc- 
tor of Agawam High School, and 
a member of the PVIAC Board 
of Directors, said his board is 
going to pursue options to hold a 
similar sectional tournament for 
most sports. 

Lou Conte, a former athlet- 
ic director at Agawam, and the 
PVIAC’s Executive Secretary, 
said the PVIAC is working on 
gathering as much information as 
possible to propose what a tour- 
nament would look like. 

“We have experience having 
tournaments,” said Conte. “We 
do one for indoor track, outdoor 
track, and cross country. But 


board knew it would obviously be 
unable to start practices prior to 
that May 4. 

The board then met again on 
March 30, agreeing that that the 
season can begin no earlier than 
May 4. 

However, in a surprise turn, the 
board did not follow through on 
its decision to cancel tournaments. 
Instead, the season was extended 
from June 20 to June 27 (or June 
28 pending weather and facility 
needs). That vote was a unanimous 
19-0 decision. 

This means if Massachusetts is 
able to re-open schools and allow 
high school sports to commence, 
there will still be a tournament. 

However, one caveat that is still 


we have not done them with the 
team sports. We would have to 
see how the logistics would work 
out.” 

Among the more popular tour- 
naments are fall tournaments 
for soccer and the winter tour- 
nament for basketball to name 
Western Mass. champions in 
those respective sports. Stratton 
believes the region still deserves 
to have a tournament. 

“The tournament has always 
been important to the schools, 
and to the kids,” said Stratton. 
“Our board would like to see us 
have a sectional tournament still. 

Many schools in Western and 
Central Massachusetts opposed 
the statewide tournament propos- 
al in a vote taken on Feb. 28 at 
Assabet Valley Technical High 
School. The vote saw more than 
330 schools participate, with the 
majority deciding to go with a 
statewide tournament. More than 
100 votes went against the pro- 
posal, meaning some Eastern 
Massachusetts schools voted 
against it, some feeling the pro- 
posal needed more time to devel- 
op.

in play is an ironic one. 

If there is a tournament, the 
tournament will only be the four 
individual sectional tournaments 
held. There will be no state tour- 
nament. A little more than a month 
ago, the state’s schools voted to go 
to a statewide tournament rather 
than have sectional tournaments, 
with the four sectional champions 
facing off in a state tournament. 

A few other votes took place at 
the March 30 meeting, which was 
held by teleconference, much like 
the last few meetings of the MIAA 
BOD. The board is still requir- 
ing seven days from the first day 
of practice before games can be 
played. This means that no actual 
contests can take place before May 








11. 

Under the rules set up at the 
March 24 board meeting, schools 
will play between eight and 12 
actual contests. This will be the 
case for baseball, softball, boys 
and girls lacrosse, tennis, and boys 
volleyball. To qualify for tourna- 
ment, a team must have at least 
eight contests. There are typically 
between 16 and 20 contests for 
most sports, though tennis some- 
times ranges between 14 and 20 
contests for an individual school. 

The new cutoff date for regular 
season contests will be June 12 
with seeding occurring on June 
13. Tournaments would begin on 
June 15. 

Additionally, the board tasked

the Tournament Management 
Committee, which has been work- 
ing closely with the Board of 
Directors, with coming up with a 
tournament structure to be submit- 
ted to the board for April 9. 

A future board meeting has not 
been scheduled, but board meet- 
ings have been called each time 
new guidance has been put out by 
the state government. 

Current CDC guidelines and 
federal advisories limit interaction 
to groups of no more than 10 peo- 
ple. It 1s possible, depending on 
how rigorously the guidelines are 
relaxed, that athletes are able to 
play sports the remainder of the 
spring, but they could have to do 
so without any crowds present.

REGION — Sports have 
become non-existent since the 
coronavirus took over daily life 
in Massachusetts and the entire 
country. 

But for a while, there was one 
sport many people could turn to: 
golf. 

Golf could have been a beau- 
tiful activity given that it lends 
itself to social distancing and does 
not involve too many people in 
the same place at the same time. 

But social distancing was not 
enough, and Gov. Charlie Baker 
closed all non-essential business- 
es and issued the stay-at-home 
advisory, which is now extended 
until May 4.

Cold Spring Country Club in 
Belchertown opened up on March 
9. David Wright said the course 
opened and remained open for a 
couple of weeks. But the non-es- 
sential business closure made by 
Baker cut the early season short 
and Wright said the course has 
been closed on March 20. 

“A small maintenance crew 
will be starting part time on 
Monday, April 6 and will be 
doing just the minimum to keep 
the course in shape,” said Wright. 
“We also took out all the tees and 
markers and placed a sign up say- 
ing the course is closed.” 

Unlike the issues that have had 
Springfield Mayor Dominic Sarno 
publicly chiding people for using 
golf courses in Springfield, places 
like Cold Spring and Chicopee 
Country Club have not had issues

Conte said there are a lot of logistics that 


will need to be worked out if Western Mass.

with intruders using the course on their 
own. 

Since the non-essential business clo- 
sure, the Alliance of Massachusetts Golf 
Organizations negotiated with the gov- 
ernor to at least allow courses to begin 
maintaining the courses.

“Being allowed to continue mainte- 
nance during those temporary closures 
ensures the course will be ready for oper- 
ations in the near future,’ said O’ Neill. 
“We all share the same goal of returning 
to recreational normalcy, when clubs can 
welcome golfers back to the tee.” 

O’Neill encourages people to heed the 
advice of state and federal officials to 
maintain social distancing. 

“We ask that the people in the 
Massachusetts golf community work 
through this together in a respectful and 
responsible way by following the proto- 
cols of the CDC, WHO, and local health 
officials,’ said O’ Neill.

Update on HIP 


STAFF REPORT 


REGION - In the April 6, edition of the Belchertown 
Sentinel, the information in the story “Lawmakers pen 
letter of disappointment over HIP suspension” has been 
updated. 

Following a supplemental budget appropriation, HIP 
was reinstated and began operating again on March 6, 
2020, according to Director of External Affairs for the 
Department of Transitional Assistance, Chris Power. 

“The Department of Transitional Assistance announced 
that the Healthy Incentives Program will be operating on 
a seasonal schedule, pausing from February 24 to May 
15, to ensure that the program is available during its peak 
season,” Powers wrote in an email. “HIP program partici- 
pation peaks during the period of June through November 
of each year.” 

The Healthy Incentives Program (HIP) is a state-funded 
incentive program that allows SNAP clients to use their 
SNAP benefits at a HIP-authorized-retailers to buy fruits 
and vegetables and earn $1 back for each SNAP dollar 
spent on eligible fruits and vegetables, up to a monthly 
limit. 

Authorized retailers include farmers’ markets, farm 
stands, mobile markets, and community supported agricul- 
ture (CSA) farm share programs. 

In the 2019 HIP season an average of 5 percent of the 
SNAP caseload (more than 19,000 clients) used HIP to 
buy fresh fruits and vegetables from local producers.
